Jiri Prel is a full professor of Greek and Eoman 
Art and Archaeology and as such, was employed as a professor 
and lecturer at Charles University, Prague, from July, 194-8, 
through October, 1989* During World War II, and immediately 
thereafter, Pre-l was a student at Charles University studying 
for his advanced degrees. During his professorship at 
Charles University, he resided at Mikovcova 3 , in Prague. 

VJhile engaged in his work at Charles University, Prel stated 
that he had many occasions to visit and study at various 
institutions of higher learning and universities throughout 
Western Europe and the Mediterranean. He stated that he often 
performed work and study at the Museum cf the Lcuvre in Paris, 
as well as various universities and museums engaged in archaeolog 
ical study in Greece. 

On October 7, I 969 , Prel arrived in the United 
States at New York City, with a J - 1 visa which was to 
expire July 20, 1970. His travel was in connection with an 
East - West cultural and educational exchange program, which 
provided a position for him as a visiting scholar in the School 
of Historical Studies, Institute for Advanced Study, at 
Princeton University, Princeton, New Jersey.

He stated that during 
his extensive travels while a professor at Charles University, - 
he was never assigned any type of intelligence mission nor 
did he receive any financial assistance or reward for any work 
performed. He did state, however, that when he would return 
to Czechoslovakia from his travels, he was required to report 
to the educational authorities of the Czechoslovak government 
and report his activities and contacts while outside of 
Czechoslovakia.
